J. 0, P, BLAND, SPEAKS OUT. 


It’ may aafely’ “be asserted 
(writes Mr, JQ. P. Biand In the 
London Morning Post)’ that ‘the 
attitude and sentiments of the 
principal apeakers at the recently 
held dinner of tha China‘ Assocla- 
tion. were a source., of profound 
disappointment to those who for

If ‘he is disregarded altogether 
he will drift’ along, constantly 
lagging behind, until some real in- 
terest develops in his life and 


‘}eauses. him to spurt on his own

If there is-a physical cause for 
the symptoms of tiredriess it must 
he detected or, like most physical 
causes its effect will: be, cumula- 
tive and tend to become Worse. 


Punishing'the tired, child or

classified a3 inhumane’ treatment. 
The child soon realizes that he is 
being misunderstood .and punished 
without warrant. | He becomes 
morose afd resentful; he may, re- 
taliate by hating, those whom ‘he’ 
should love. 


When the tired child is pamp- 
ered and indulged, he learns * to 
lean on the indulgetice. His tired 
ness becomes to:him a means of 
setting what. he wants. Such 
little qwill power as he has'is de- 
stroyed, and .he is likely to’ turn 
out a pjtiful failure, 


‘As with most medical conditions 
here also diagnosis is of the great- 
est importance. ,If'the . child, ig i 
tired find out what makes ' him 
tired . Only removal of the cause- 
will cure him. .
